The proposal for SECC which is a combined Rural BPL census , Urban 
Census and caste census was approved by the Union Cabinet on 
19.5.2011 with an indicative coast of Rs 4000/-cr. With the publication of 
final list of 534 districts out of 640 districts and draft list publication of all 
640 districts, the whole exercise is likely to be over by December ,2015. 


2.The huge project which the SECC has been is not supposed to be a one 
time exercise. To optimize value of SECC, it is imperative to ensure that 
SECC data acts as a centralised database by integrating it with the 
database of other departments, which are running various social sector 
schemes, both at the level of Govt of India and the state govt.. This 
comprehensive database when seeded with Aadhar will be helpful in 
correct identification of beneficiaries, proper planning , budgeting and 
financing of resources meant for social sector so as to optimize better 
value for money and will ensure greater administrative convenience by 
converging resources and efforts both at the national level and the level of 
state Govt/ UT administartion. The proposed system is subject to auto 
updation in future since the profile of beneficiaries will change once they 
receive any support.In the meeting of Parliamentary Standing Committee 
held on 13th October 2015 the Ministry has mooted the idea of launching 
social registry system to ensure greater benefits from SECC data. 


3.This exercise will not only require highly skilled IT based endeavours but 
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also an international experience of rolling out similar exercise. Since the 
Ministry donot havej|n idea of expenditure likely to be done for this 
purpose , it may beiqertinent to go for technical support from the World 
Bank rather than financial support. However, if need be in future we may 
call for full support in future from the world Bank. 


4. Hence, to obtain technical support of World Bank which has pioneered 
this concept successfully in many countries of South Asia, East Asia, 
Central Asia , South America etc, a DO letter may be written to the 
Department of Economic Affairs at appropriate level.

Noting of Director SECC for requesting DEA to seek Technical Assistance of the 
World Bank for preparing SECC based Social Registry may kindly be seen. 


2. Identification of p$or households is a necessary condition for effectively 
targeting the benefftiaries under various poverty alleviation and rural 
development programmes. In the rural domain a "Below the Poverty Line"(BPL) 
Census has been conducted by the Ministry of Rural Development every five 
years, beginning in l£ v ?2. The criterion for identifying rural poor, however, has 
varied from Census t^Census. The last such Census was conducted in 2002 as 
the BPL Census got rwecfc in judicial scrutiny as a result of petition questioning 
entitlements under Fo irity Act. 



3. In this context Cabineftxirdered undertaking a Socio Economic Caste Census 
2011 on the basis of prior field testing of research methodology and 
questionnaire on significantly^ large sample size across the country in all agro 
climatic zone under the watchful eyes of renowned experts including Dr. N.C. 
Saxena who was appointed as Commissioner of the Supreme Court on identifying 
the poor. The pilot adopted a two stage strategy for data collection. First stage 
was a questionnaire based survey of all households in the selected village. The 
second stage was the conduct of a PRA (Participatory Rural Appraisal) exercise 
after 3-4 weeks of questionnaire based survey to avoid contamination of PRA 
exercise with survey. Analysis of data for 161 villages covering 43000 
households distributed across 22 states for which complete and verified data was 
available was done for getting help to arrive on criterion for identification of BPL 
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households before mounting SECC-2011. 


4 Thus every caution was undertaken and institutional arrangements were put 
in place 6 to insure reliability and validity of data for capturing mult.d.- 
mensionality of poverty in terms of deprivation and _aJsc. for^ y.ed.r 
sianificantly reliable yardstick for ranking rural households to exclusion ana 
fnclusicm^in entitlement programmes of the Government. The data also captures 
inter-state variations and are consistent with general perception of differences in 
development level among states. 


5 SECC 2011 Census involved house to house enumeration and verification of 
data in all the 24.39 crore households of which 17.91 crore households reported 
as rural Provisional data and findings of SECC Rural 2011 has been placed ,n the 
public domain (secc.gov.in) on July 3, 2015. Key findings reveal that out of 
17 94 crore rural households 7.06 crore households (39.37%) have reported on 
criteria" that automatically exdude them as not facing deprivation. Out of non 
excluded households 10.71 were considered for deprivation , 8.69 crore 
households (48.49%) have reported incidence of deprivation criteria enumera e 
in the rural SEC Census 2011. Although 2.01 crore are floating above deprivation 
class but are only marginally better off and any distress can change them status. 
16.51 lakh households have reported on criteria that lists poorest of the poor for 

automatic inclusion. 


6 Since SECC 2011 (Rural) result allows ranking of households based on their 
socio economic status, the State/Union Territory Governments have "° w 'jj®" 
enabled to objectively prepare a list of families living below the poverty line in 
rural areas. SECC-2011 gives governments not only the names and number of 
families in each Panchayat needing government entitlement programmes but 
also details their status on seven deprivation parameters. The SECC 201 
provides grading of multidimensionality of poverty and generates granularity that 
allows fine tuning of development programmes to ^ eetl ^c h 3^nges of pubhc 
financial resources. This Ministry, therefore, decided on 29th April 2015 to use 
SECC data to be the main utility vehicle for implementing its rural developmen 

and entitlement programme. 


7. The updation and management of SECC-2011 data base in a dynamic mode 
attracted intense focus in the meeting of Parliamentary Standing Committee e 
on 13th October ,2015. The PSC desired continuous updatingI of the data_ The 
Ministry has mooted the idea of launching "Social Registry System (SRS) to 
ensure greater benefits from SECC data. This registry with value addition from 
government programme servers and data bases SECC would bring value addition 
by offering a platform of integrated data bases. 
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8. Essentially SECC Social Registry would be a database of potential beneficiaries 
for social assistance programs. It can be one single database or multiple 
harmonized and integrated databases. Which data base to harmonise and which 
ones to be left aside would be a call that would need to be made in an informed 
way The idea essentially is to provide accurate and transparent information on 
potential beneficiaries for social assistance programs which would allow linkages 
among multiple programs for which the potential beneficiaries can be eligible in a 
manner that would permit articulation, harmonization and complementarities of 
social programs. The bare requirement of a social registry would be as under: 

i. A list of individuals (only households would be too restrictive), 

ii. One single database of potential beneficiaries; 

iii. One or multiple harmonized and integrated databases of 
potential beneficiaries; 

iv. A businesses processes that generate and rely on the list(s) 

(identification, eligibility determination, enrollment, 

transactions); and 

v. A process that allow management of information and services 
across several programs 


9.SECC 2011 allows effective evidence base driven programmatic intervention in 
rural development in all its aspects including rural-employment, agricultural 
development, non agricultural SME businesses, education, gender budgeting, Self 
Help Group of deprivation enduring households, etc. All the intervention needs to 
be mapped on location specific Household identification number TIN which is 
identical for both the SECC and General Census. This allows SECC to be a Static 
Social Registry in rural areas for selection of beneficiary and for ensuring that 
entitlements are delivered through this registry that facilitates ranking of 
households on seven deprivation scale with the backing, knowledge and 
authentication of Gram Sabha & Panchyat. The SECC-2011 thus would allow 
mapping of effectiveness intervention and would allow progress of households to 
be mapped. To be effective Social Registry, SECC would need continuous 
updating to become dynamic social registry. 


10. We need however clarity on the size of the social registry that we need to 
secure. We have the following seven choices: 

Total Households in the Country= 24.39 Crore 

- Total Rural Households= 17.94 Crore 
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- Households Excluded = 7.06 Crore (39.37%) 

- Automatically Included= 16.51 lakh (0.92 %) 

- Considered for Deprivation = 10.71 Crore ( 59.69) 

- Not reporting Deprivation= 2.01 Crore ( 11.20 %) 

- Household With Deprivations= 8.70 Crore (48.51%) 


11. There are several advantages of having a (Social) Registry, including inter 
alia: -preventing or reducing undesirable duplication of benefits reducing 
duplication of administrative costs across programs -allowing quick scalability of 
social programs in times of crisis or shocks to mitigate its impact monitoring 
evolution of living conditions of potential beneficiaries over time. Ideally a social 
reaistry that serves a subset of the census population has not been able to 
sustain itself. The larger the social registry the better it is. In some countries 
small Social Registry efforts have been made but their efficacy and ability to pul 
them out of vicious cycle is not scientifically proven. Some of the larger Social 
Registry is listed below: 


Brazil : 

Initially developed in 2001 and now covering 20 million families, the 
social registry covers 28 programs including Bolsa Familia (13 million 
families), Beneficio From Prestagao Continuada- social Pensions (4 

million families). 


Colombia: 

Social registry SISBEN was initially began in 2000 and in 
2011, SISBEN covers about 27 million people, 8 institutions and 
another 31 social assistance programs. 


Georgia: 

Social Registry was commenced in 2005 and has the database to 
select more than 400,000 beneficiaries of cash assistance program, health 
insurance, subsidies, etc. 


Philippines: 

Initiated Social Registry in 2008 and now the database is the 
core database for different programme. 


These are also the countries whose transparency and accountability of the 
system is little match to that of the United States Social Security Number. In the 
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US the entire population data base is on individual Social Security number and all 
financial transaction, asset transaction and transfer expenditure is driven through 
the social Security Number Platform. Falsification of this data base is exposed 
quickly with serious consequences for the accomplices. 


12. The first temptation that we need to avoid in MoRD is to chose for 8.70 crore 
households as a Social Registry. Such a registry would be of little help since 2.01 
crore households out of 10.71 crore considered for deprivation would not be on 
radar even though a touch of distress could bring many under deprivation 
category. Further the scope of NSAP would require us to go for larger household 
based. Still more, the consolidation of urbanisation process in the country 
especially under the category Census Town has been rapid during 2001-2011. 
The studies are also confirming rapid improvement in the fortune of poor in rural 
areas that are in close proximity to urban centres or where urbanisation is 
strengthening. Thus to separate clearly the data base of rural from urban would 
become difficult even in next five years. Furthermore, post SECC decision of the 
Cabinet there have been titanic shift in governance instruments in favour of IT 
driven solutions. Addhaar (93.87 crore), mobile and jandhan(190 Mn in 17 
months) offers a trinity of verification of moving population of the country. ORGI 
hopes to populate all the households with Aadhaar by 31st December 2015. All 
these are indication that MoRD needs to opt for the largest set of data base( all 
the households in the country) if the country has to deal with poverty in a non- 
asymmetric manner. Since MoRD is the nodal agency for SECC it would be 
incumbent on it to think in favour of a comprehensive National Level Social 
Registry that is integrated with all the development programmes impacting 
individuals and households and a Registry that uses the Trinity of TIN- Aadhaar- 
Mobile. 


13. I must admit thad;I have dwelt on only some of the issues that have a 
bearing on the SECC-Social Registry. There would be far many and far more 
instruments, issues, policy and legal aspects that would need thorough 
understanding. To my iishind the subject needs to be grappled with on two fronts: 


13.1 First, developing a social registry requires inter-sectoral work from the 
design stage. - In most cases, policymakers start. The first work therefore is to 
constitute a Committee to define the scope and variables to be monitored in a 
dynamic mode. We may constitute an inter ministerial committee with explicit/ 
implicit approval of PMO but in MoRD. Since most of the data is resting on the 
servers of NIC it would not be difficult to create a Social Registry akin US Social 
Security Number but with the purpose of supporting poor people, citizens of the 
country and also in transfer payments. An indicative ToR for this Committee is 
listed below: 
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. ways and means to ensure accuracy and integrity of information - because 
people provide information that needs to be "recertified and validated to 
ensure quality control and minimize erroneous data, 

. Wavs and means to ensure confidentiality, security and privacy - to protect 

detailed personal information must only be accessed by authorized personal, and 

.Ways and means to ensure timeliness and reliability < of 'tcrosTmerlnt 
becomes available in real time to program administrators and across diffe 

sectors administrators to improve social programs delivery. 

. Delineation of manuals and documentation available - -A Registry also requires 
preparation of clear procedures manuals on how to collect the data, 
maintain the data and how to manage the Registry. 

. Key components to the social Registry: TIN, Aadhaar, Mobile telephoney, 
Jandhan etc 

. How to keep the data base accurate and yet flexible to reflect changes and 
store historical data of applicants if needed. 

. Can benefit from other external data sources - land mutation, as ta^ revenue 
database and school records, for keeping information updated and/or ^ cr ° SS 
validation checks (not possible when Law of 

information is not revised because each existent database may have 
protocols for keeping confidentiality of database roster intact) 


13 2 Second not sequentially but simultaneously, to seek the help of the world 
Bank hT studying the relevance and reach of other models including the listed 
above on Brazil, Columbia, Georgia, Philippines etc. We w ° uld have ^ 
watchful aaainst developing a social registry for a single program, without having 
TstrZX consohdating information about population of Interest,for multiple 
programs Since there would be pressure by 2020 to go for SECC-2021 we w.fl 
need to entreat that any Technical Assistance Programme from the WorldI Ba 
or ADB is delivered and concluded with recommendation within 100 days The 
chances otherwise of Technical assistance programme becoming in itself 

is high. 


14 With the above reasoning, I recommend the proposal of Director (SECCi to 
seek Technical Assistance from the World Bank. Modified draft letter is placed 
below In my opinion, following dispatch of this letter, we would perhaps n ^ d ^ 
prepare a project proposal to fasten the interest of DBA in pursuing the matter

This Ministry has submitted a proposal to the Department of Economic

I had coordinated 
the World Bank in DEA twice and I had my doubts on the speed and content of 
TA that the World Bank can offer.So far World Bank offer has belied little of my 
fears. 


SECC-2011, as a social Registry, is far superior than any thing that WB experts 
could offer based on any other country's experience . The only better product 
was and is the Social Security System of the USA which not only helps track the 
economic status of individual but also traces individuals interaction with any 
government programme. Its closer to comprehensive view and yet has the 
highest privacy concerns attended efficiently. Nonetheless it was decided to lean 
on WB. All options so far offered by the WB are feeble cases, far weeker than 
what many states in iNdia have to offer. We should be looking for a Social 
Registry System that attends to the privacy concerns too especially with the 
policing system and bureaucracy that is not hesitating to show crumbling 
morality and with very often their movement leaving dark shadows of corrupt 
practices.
